Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,4-12 and 1 5-22 allowed (renumbered 1 -1 8). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1,12 and 20 (renumbered 1,10 and 16, respectively) are allowed because the 
examiner could not find a prior art mobile communication terminal (cellular telephone) 
comprising a rotatable camera having a magnetic rotation sensor that operates 
according to the angles specified in the claims.
